The trustees are seeking $250,000 to repair 
the damage done to the windows, to repair 
plumbing, walls, ventilation and to build a 
handicap accessible entrance, Hedrick said. 


By November, the group will know if 


they’ve been awarded a $100,000 matching 
grant for repairs from the Massachusetts His- 
torical Commission. 

The budget planned does not include restor- 
ing the Tiffany chandelier that crashed to the 
floor nearly 17 years ago, or the dysfunctional 
pump organ that once operated on the water 
from the reflecting pond behind the chapel, 
Ms. Hedrick said 

While they know that the organ could be 
repaired, they are unsure if the chandelier is 
Salvageable, trustees said. 


Diana’s death 
touches home 


The world’s tragedy of the year didn’t have 
much direct impact on Andover. There were 
no vigils, no piles of flowers on Main Street. no 
obvious weeping in the streets for the late 
Princess Diana. 

But her death still consumed most loca] 
conversations, as it did most front pages and 
most television news, through the weekend 
and beyond. 

And it would have consumed many of the 
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waking hours of Andover resident 
Andrew Gully, if he’d been at home 
when the news broke. 

Mr. Gully, managing editor for 
news at the Boston Herald, was on 
Cape Cod this past Saturday night, in 
a cottage with no telephone. 

“I was down in Harwich. I was sup- 
posed to be doing a charity walk the 
next day,” he says, “so I didn’t even 
know about it until the next morning 
at 10:45. 

Mr. Gully says the news moved on 
the wire at about 9 p.m., when the first 
edition of the paper was already on 
the press. The staff first changed the 
front page to report Diana was 
injured, and then when word of her 
death was announced, “the Sunday 
crew flipped around and put together 
lour pages,” he says. “The next day 
they had a reporter and editor lined 
up to take off for London.” 

Why such an outpouring of grief for 
a woman who, as more than one 
columnist has noted, was more 
“famous for being famous” than any- 
thing else? 

“Probably because as (Herald 
columnist) Margery Egan wrote, we 
feel like we know celebrities better 
than we know our neighbors,” Mr. 
Gully says. “Even though we just saw 
her on the cover of People, we felt like 
we knew her. And she was a genuine- 
ly nice person who had a lot of tough 
rides in life. 


“People identify with that.”

The Andover/North Andover 
League of Women Voters has chosen a 
study of the Andover education sys- 
tem for a major project of the 1997-98 
year.

turned upside down,” said state Sen. 
John O’Brien. 

But is a major shakeup of Andover’s 
representation coming, or will all the 
attention simply be full of political 
sound and gossip that, in the end, sig- 
nifies nothing new for Andover politi- 
cians?

I like (Act- 
ing Governor) Paul Cellucci and agree 
with (Attorney General) Scott Harsh- 
barger on a number of the issues.” 

Mr. Meehan also notes Mr. Harsh- 
barger has been in the race for two 
years and has $900,000 backing him, 
while Gov. Paul Cel- 
lucci has an even 
more impressive war 
chest. Money will be 
a factor in his deci- 
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sion. 

“Yes, I think Paul will be tough to 
beat. He has a lot of money. He has $2.3 
million in the bank and the power and 
influence that go with incumbency,” 
said Mr. Meehan. 

If Andover resident Patricia McGov- 
ern’s enters the race, that could also 
affect Mr. Meehan’s decision. 

“Tm going through a process that’s 
independent of what Pat is going to do, 
but realistically, we would hurt one 
another from a geographic perspective.

Together with Lawrence and North 
Andover, Andover wil] receive part of a 
$230,000 government grant to create a 10- 
mile bicycle and pedestrian pathway 
along the Shawsheen River, says Town 
Manager Buzz Stapcezynski. 

The proposed “multi-use corridor” 
will connect the three communities and 
join neighborhoods with parks, train 
Stations and shopping areas. 

“I think it provides the town with 
another recreation and transportation 
link. This will provide a link between 
Lawrence and North Andover, and with- 
in our own community between Ballard- 
vale, the downtown, and Shawsheen Vil- 
lage,” says Mr. Stapczynski. “It gets us 
off the highways and streets and gets us 
close to nature.” 

The trail will start in the South 


South East Elementary School, cross 
Massachusetts Avenue under Interstate 
495 into North Andover, and reconnect 
with the Shawsheen River. The trail will 
mirror the river bank 
for 1.5 miles, until it

Andover and Lawrence officials are 
declining to comment until then, 

Bob Luongo, Lawrence’s economic 
development director, does confirm the 
grant money will be used for planning 
and, assuming all three towns agree, 
that they will hire a consultant to help. 

Staff members from all three towns 
are expecting to meet Monday, Sept. 8, to 
discuss how to best use the grant money, 
says Andover Planner Laura DeGroot. 

From the looks of the grant applica- 
tion, the towns do have some road to 
travel before walkers, bikers or in-line 
Skaters will be spotted on a Shawsheen 
River trail in Andover. 

About 10 miles of trail must be 
mapped, and someone must analyze 
potential bridge sites and road crossings 
to make sure they will provide safe pas- 
sage for trail users. 

“These things take a tremendous 
amount of time,” says Mr. Stapezynski, 
of the overall project. “But the issue is, 
the people had the vision to use and 
enhance the river area.”

Mr. Stapczynski says he has been told 
by Lexington officials that the popular 
Minuteman Trail in that area was 20 
years in the making. Last year the Min- 
uteman Trail attracted people from all 
over eastern Massachusetts, including 
in-line skaters from Doherty Middle 
School’s successful Outing Club. 

Both the grant application and the 
town manager credit volunteer trails 
committees, like one in Andover’s, for 
the Shawsheen River vision. 

“A lot of people have been working on 
it for a number of years,” says Al 
French, trail committee member. “The 
Shawsheen River (development) has 
been a goal for a number of people for a 
number of years. I guess the main mes- 
sage is never lose hope, keep plugging.” 

Mr. French says the idea for a river 
walkway first came up 10 years ago. He 
says previous efforts to fund the project 
failed, but notes the town never before 
tried a regional approach. Mr. French, 
and Ms. DeGroot, seem to believe 
Andover received grant money because

they now have a regional project that 
will benefit several communities. 

“This provides us with a fantastic 
opportunity,” says Mr. Stapczynski. 
“The river’s played an important part in 
our history and I think many of us have 
forgotten about it.” 

“Everybody recognized the impor- 
tance of the river historically, cultural- 
ly, and as wetlands protection. But if 
everyone enjoys the river (recreational- 
ly), then that’s how you get the political 
support,” says Mr. French. 

Some type of clean-up of river areas 
might be associated with this trails pro- 
ject, says Mr. Stapczynski. 

Although the murky river serves 
mostly as a home for wildlife in 
Andover, canoeists will notice some 
Shawsheen River areas have been used 
as dumping grounds for shopping carts, 
mopeds, car parts and refrigerators. 

Getting volunteers to clean up the riv- 
er will be easy, says Mr. French. The 
bigger issue will be getting abutters of 
the river to support the change.

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Tempers flare over training 


Union head knocks the block 


Tempers flared at Tuesday’s School 
Committee meeting when teachers union 
President Tom Meyers complained that 
there hadn’t been enough training offered 
to help teachers adapt to new block sched. 
ules at the high school. 

“With no training, it won’t work,” and 
would create “absolute havoc,” Mr. Mey- 
ers said. 

Committee member Timothy M. McCar- 
ron, a teacher himself at the Greater 
Lawrence Technical School, was visibly 
upset about the phrase “absolute havoc.” 
He noted that Mr. Meyers had signed a 
contract that specifically said teachers 
would not oppose block scheduling before 
it was implemented. 

As Mr. McCarron 
raised his voice, Mr. 
Meyers responded, 
and a short shouting 
match ensued. 

“Why are you so 
frightened for me to 
tell the truth?” Mr. 
Meyers said. 

“I have the floor, 
and you will wait 
until I’m done to 
speak ... You’re play- 
ing on. parental 
fears,” Mr. McCar- 
ron said 

When the men 
agreed to take turns 
speaking, they also 
agreed that training 
was necessary, and 
as both are teachers, 
they were somewhat 
forced into block 
scheduling. 

“T want to see it 
work for each and 
every teacher and 
student, and train- 
ing is an absolute 
must,” Mr. Meyers 
Said. 

Assistant Super- 
intendent Marinel 
McGrath told Mr. 
Meyers that classes 
were ongoing in 
addition to work- 
shops and seminars 
with a consultant. 

A block schedul- 
ing-related course 
began in August, 
and another session 
begins in January, 
Ms. McGrath said. 

Mr. Meyers said 
he felt the summer 
workshops focused 
on other parts of the 
curriculum rather 
than block schedul- 
ing, and was asking 
for the maximum 
amount of support 
and training possi- 
ble to teach in block 
schedules. “Let’s be 
honest and try to

make this work,” he said. 

Superintendent Richard E. Neal asked 
Mr. Meyers if he was accusing the commit- 
tee of being dishonest. 

“It’s not only the school system’s 
responsibility to provide training,’ he 
Said. 

Mr. Meyers answered, “Dick, that’s 
obvious.” 

School Committee member Eric Nad- 
worny said related training has been 
available since 1995, but Mr. Meyers said 
that the classes he was aware of were 
filled up immediately.

Cable-ready, issue heavy 


By Neil Fater 

Expecting that two looming votes will 
entice many people to park themselves in the 
audience for their meeting Monday, Sept. 8, 
The Board of Selectmen have moved their 
meeting to the cable-ready upstairs room in 
Memorial Hall Library. 

Selectmen could approve both a new down- 
town parking sticker program and a new mul- 
ti-million-dollar trash disposal agreement 
Monday, said Selectmen Chairman Jerry Sil- 
verman. 

Either issue could attract a crowd. Down- 
town parking is an important issue for down- 
town residents, businesses and the workers 
who staff those establishments. 

The parking sticker program was originally 
created in large part to give downtown work- 
ers a guaranteed place to park, away from the 
business fronts. This helped to free space in 
front of downtown businesses for shoppers. 

Although Mr. Silverman said the selectmen 
have not talked about the issue since their last 
meeting on the subject, he expects the town to 
create one area for those with sticker parking, 
instead of keeping the two smaller areas they 
have now. If approved, that one, larger area 
will be in the Old Andover Village parking lot. 


Trash old contract? 

Selectmen will also decide Monday whether 
to adopt a new NESWC (North East Solid 
Waste Committee) trash-disposal contract to 
replace the current contract, said Town Man- 
ager Buzz Stapczynski. 

Both contracts will end in 2005, but town 
Officials believe the new contract will save the

town some money and expose it to less risk. 
However, under the new contract, the town 
won't receive any money from electricity sold 
by the trash-to-energy plant. 

The trash disposal plant Andover uses is 
located in North Andover. In August, select- 
men voted to pay North Andover $24,000 over 
the next two years because it is the host com- 
munity, but the board delayed the vote about 
adopting the new trash contract. 


Lights out 

The installation of lights at the lower Shaw- 
sheen field, a topic of intense local debate, will 
probably not receive any new attention Sept. 8, 
said Mr. Silverman. 

Mr. Silverman said he does not expect the 
board to discuss the issue. 

But the chairman does want to see further 
discussion between the town and the Shaw- 
sheen residents who oppose the installation of 
lights at the field. Shawsheen residents say the 
Shawsheen-improvement article approved at 
Town Meeting called only for ice-skating 
lights, and they oppose the installation of larg- 
er lights meant to illuminate soccer fields for 
night-time play. 

“The word lights was on the warrant arti- 
cle. Whether it would be big lights or little 
lights, you’d hope they (the residents) would 
sit down and discuss it,” said Mr. Silverman. 
“Our hope is they’d be willing to compromise 
in some way. 

“Town Meeting made the decision,” he con- 
tinued. “There’s got to be compromise here. 
There was a warrant article that was approved 
with (some kind of) lights.”

“We need to seriously think about 
the redesign of the town manager’s 
office. We may need two people (such 
as) a town manager and an assistant 
town manager,” said Selectman Larry 
Larsen, at the board’s goal-setting 
workshop Tuesday. 

While the idea appeared to take Mr. 
Stapczynski somewhat by surprise, 
selectmen unanimously said they’re 
at least willing to discuss it. 

“It’s something I would consider 
seriously,” said Selectman Bill 
Downs. 

“It might come up (at the workshop 
for discussing the town manager’s 
responsibilities),” said Chairman Jer- 
ry Silverman. “We used to have, for

example, someone to negotiate the 
union contracts.” 

Selectman John Hess said he did 
not know if he would support such a 
hire, because “that’s the first I’ve 
heard of it.” 

“We’re feeling that there’s a lot of 
work for the town manager. Maybe we 
need to revisit how that work is being 
done and whether the town manager’s 
office is staffed properly and whether 
the other departments have the staff 
they need,” said Mr. Hess. 

This re-evaluation of the manager’s 
job description was one of eight goals 
ranked in importance by the five 
selectmen and the town manager at 
the workshop. The top six vote-getting 
goals became official goals for the 
selectman for the next year. 

Mr. Major and Mr. Stapezynski 
ranked the re-evaluation of the man- 
ager’s responsibilities as the third 
most important goal, but no one else 
ranked it higher than sixth. 

Because of this, the re-evaluation of 
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the manager’s office did not become 
an official goal. However the select- 
men did think the idea was important 
enough to set a meeting on the subject 
for this month. 

“We are asking a lot of our heads. 
Maybe we need to think in the future 
about paying more money,” said Dr. 
Larsen. “Many of these job descrip- 
tions are impossible.” 


History and future 

Andover did have both a town man- 
ager and an assistant manager during 
the late 1970s. But when the assistant 
manager left, the town chose to hire a 
finance director, Tony Torrisi, instead 
of another assistant manager. 

“Tony Torrisi acts like my assis- 
tant with a lot of things, but there are 
other things that I can’t give him. The 
role of finance director has grown 
over the last 20 years,” said Mr. 
Stapczynski. 

Mr. Stapczynski said the Andover

When you chose your home, what 
was most important? The commute to 
work? The school system? The neigh- 
bors? 

Or was there something about the 
place you just couldn't put your finger 
on that clinched the deal? If it was any of 
these undefinable things, you may have 
better Feng-Shui than you think. 

“Feng-Shui,” (pronounced fung 
shway or sometimes fung soi) are the 
Chinese words for “wind” and “water.” 
Together they represent a system of 
evaluating living spaces, working 
spaces, gravesites, temples and environ- 
ments in general. 


Some believe Feng-Shui is a science, 


‘Feng Shui’ (wind and water) 


and some think it’s a superstition. For a 
few Andover residents it falls some- 
where in between, and serves a purpose 
when it’s needed; to confirm one’s intu- 
ition about an place. 

Ask a Chinese American about Feng- 
Shui and he or she will probably talk 
about it for an hour and then say they 
know nothing about it. The complex 
nature of Feng-Shui means experts, par- 
ticularly those who speak English and 
Chinese, are hard to come by. 

While there may be disputes about 
Science or superstition, most agree that 
it’s endlessly complicated — a relation- 
ship between many elements, tangible 
and intangible. Also, few disagree about 
What is “good” and what is “bad” Feng- 
Shui. It boils down to a question of per- 
sonal harmony with one’s environment 
— a very individual assessment. 

Peggy D’Addario, an Andover resi- 
dent and fiancee of builder Thomas 
Patenaude, says she first heard of Feng- 
Shui when speaking with a few new res- 
idents of Patenaude’s new development 
at Devonshire Place. 

While none of the residents reached 
in the neighborhood say Feng-Shui was 
the defining factor in their choice to 
move there, a few say they considered 
the custom as part of their decision. 

John Lem lives with his wife and 
daughter on Lenox Circle, part of that 
development. While he admits a limited 
knowledge of Feng-Shui, he adds that 
his parents were rather particular about 
it, down to the date on which he was 
allowed to sign papers to buy the house 
and the date on which he was allowed to 
move in. 

“Our generation looks at the school 
system, the travel to work, but all this 
has to mesh with these (parents’) beliefs. 
So I said I guess we'll try our luck with 
the Feng-Shui. Why tempt fate?” says 
Mr. Lem. 

Fenfang C. Bond, another Andover 
resident who is a native of Taiwan, was 
told of Feng-Shui by her parents. Ms. 


‘Feng Shui’ holds sway for some h 
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Feelings — Fenfang Bond, a chemical engineer, prefers scientific 
explanations, but still believes to an extent in Feng Shui when it 


comes to picking a place to live. 


Bond, a chemical engineer at Genetics 
Institute, says she prefers scientific 
explanations over superstition, but sub- 
scribes to Feng Shui to an extent, 
because some of it proves to be simple 
logic. 

In describing what she says is her 
general understanding of the subject, 
Ms. Bond cites three elements that must 
be in balance to achieve good Feng Shui: 
heaven, earth, and man. The element of 
heaven includes abstract factors like 
timing and economy. The element of 
earth includes things in the physical 
realm, and the human element repre- 
sents harmony among people. 

While these elements may have dif- 
ferent names they’re present in any cul- 
ture. But according to Chinese custom, 
one’s relation to the elements is deter- 
mined by their birth date and time. 
When this is factored into Feng-Shui, it 
becomes too complicated for anyone 
who hasn’t studied it, says Ms. Bond. 

But to consider the relationship of 
oneself to the spiritual and physical 
worlds makes enough sense for this sci- 
entist. 

“My theory is that when it is conve- 
nient, it is a good thing,” she says witha 
laugh. 


“Earth” 

t Feng-Shui can 

apply to the atmo- 

sphere of just about 

any space, Ms. Bond 

says, from the arrangement of furniture 

in one room to the layout of a whole city. 

A city with ideal Feng-Shui would be 

built between a mountain and a river. A 

mountain cuts the storm winds to keep 

the climate temperate, and the river 

keeps the air clean and the ground fer- 
tile, she says. 

Ms. Bond and Mr. Lem agreed that 
their particular development’s layout 
could contribute to good Feng-Shui for a 
few reasons. 

It was built on land that was formerly 
a farm, and therefore is relatively flat. 
The “luck” Surrounding a home with a 
sloping lot could wash away with the 
rain, explains Mr. Lem. 

The layout of the roads is agreeable. 
One clear element of bad Feng-Shui is a 
road that runs perpendicular up to one’s 
front door, explains Do Hung Lem, Mr. 
Lem’s father, who lives in Newton. 

The senior Mr. Lem adds that the 
placement of a home’s front door is a 
key element in the Feng-Shui of the 
house. The south side is ideal, to keep

the coldest and hottest air away, he says. 

Ms. Bond explains that while she 
does consider general placement and 
atmospheric factors of Feng-Shui, there 
were many stricter guidelines that she 
ignored. A tree in her living room for 
example, should be placed in a “money 
spot,” or good luck spot, which is deter- 
mined by a number of factors about the 
room and kind of tree. The tree in her 


living room however, is just where she 
likes it. 


“Heaven, sky” 

Andover resident 
Sue Adams, princi- 

pal of Sue Adams 

Interiors, learned of 

Feng-Shui in a 

workshop at the 
Design Place in Lowell. When she 
became interested, she quickly learned 
that to interpret Feng-Shui for a client 
would take years of study, and she has 
not had occasion to apply it to her busi- 
ness. 

“I don’t want to tell anyone it will 
improve your health or wealth or sex 
life or anything. There’s a certain liabili- 
ty to that,” she says. 

But her new home being built in 
Bartlett, N.H. will be very Feng-Shui 
friendly, she says. 

When choosing between two lots, one 
with a breathtaking view and one with 
softer hills, something about the less 
dramatic atmosphere appealed to her. 

“Then I read that good Feng-Shui has 
rolling hills in the shape of a dragon’s 
back and has water at your front. It was 
kind of weird that it confirmed my 
instincts,” she says. x 

While Ms. Adams had the luxury of 
designing a new homes and placing the 
front door and rooms where she liked, 
those choices are not available to many 
people looking for places to live in 
crowded areas of China and Taiwan, Ms. 
Bond says. The result is a waning inter- 
est in Feng-Shui in the East, even as it 

grows in popularity in America. 

Elsye Wu, Andover resident and 
member of the local Chinese Cultural 
Council, agrees that the interest in Feng 
Shui in American seems to be in the 
Caucasian circle rather than the Asian. 
She believes it’s part of a growing inter- 
est in Eastern culture in general, as peo- 
ple look for new perspectives. 

Ms. Adams adds, “Having water and 
light and a good view are all positive 
things for most people. It all depends on 
how you relate to your environment.”. 

Because the Chinese believe that 
your relation to your environment is 
based on luck above all else, for some. 
Feng-Shui is serious business.

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Bashing the banks 


Planners say there’s too much finance downtown

You can never be too | 
rich, but you can have too 
many banks, some say. 

Even Andover Bank 
President Gerald Mulligan 
Says he agrees with some 
town planners, that too 
many banks make their 
home in downtown 
Andover. But maybe that’s 
his competitive spirit talk- 
ing. 

“Of course there are too 
many banks. Get rid of 
‘em!” he says with a laugh 
and a sweep of his hand 
over Main Street from the 
floor to ceiling glass wall 
in his office overlooking 
downtown. 

Mulligan is one of a 
group of Andover business 
people who have met infor- 
mally to talk about the 
future of Andover’s center. 

In a similar discussion 
recently at the Planning 
Board, members worried 
aloud about the plethora of 
banks and financial insti- 
tutions on Main Street in 
the place of hardware and 
grocery stores. 

Planning Board Chair- 
man Michael Miller says he was con- 
cerned that banks and financial ser- 
vice agencies like the Merrill Lynch 
and Fred C. Church Insurance compa- 
nies were taking up first floor retail 
space downtown. 

“Is this the type of mix that is going 
to make it a vital downtown, or is that 
the death knell? There is a trend here 
that is potentially harmful,” Mr. 
Miller says. 

Downtown business people, includ- 
ing bankers, agree that a variety of 
business is a key to a thriving down- 
town area, but they disagree on where 
to draw the line on banks and finan- 
cial institutions. 

“The problem isn’t just banks per 
se. It would be the same problem if we 
had too many hardware stores or 
fruit stands,” Mr. Mulligan says. 

Linda Firth, branch manager of 
Family Bank, has worked in down- 
town Andover banks for 20 years. She 
doesn’t think there are too many 
banks — just a lack of variety. 

Ms. Firth started at Malden Co-op, 
which became Pioneer Financial, the 
Warren 5 and the First Federal Sav- 
ings Bank of Boston before it became 
Family Bank three years ago. 

She says she misses being able to 
walk to the grocery or hardware store 
on her lunch hour and doing business 
in Andover, because at 5 p.m. she 
heads home to Methuen. 

Fleet bank spokesman Jim Schep- 
ker, formerly of North Andover, says 
he doesn’t think there should be a 
rush to replace banks. He says he

believes they are the lifeblood of a 
community because they draw pedes- 
trian traffic, and often employ the 
type of people who are likely to get 
involved in the community. And the 
competition is good, he says. 

Ms. Firth says she’s not too wor- 
ried about the competition, since 
their bank has had a loyal customer 
base over the years. 

Mr. Mulligan has the same to say 
of Andover Bank’s customers and 
adds that because they are the oldest 
bank in town (since 1834 - 1921 at 
their present address) socializing and 
politicking are often done in their lob- 
by. 

Judy Mackey, Marketing Director 
at First Essex bank says she would 
like to see less competition and more 
variety. 

David Carlberg, vice president and 
community development officer for 
The Savings Bank, which moved onto 
Main Street in February, says their 
recent research showed that 
Andover’s demographics could sup- 
port another bank - that is, there’s 
enough money to go around. 

“We anticipate a long stay,” Mr. 
Carlsberg says. 

But business owners are upset that 
banks are using space other stores 
could occupy. 

John Daher who co-owns Daher’s 
shoe stores with his sister Joyce 
Daher Belko, says he’s concerned 
about the lack of variety and parking. 

Mr. Daher, a member of the infor- 
mal downtown group, says he thinks 
a parking garage, tastefully done of 


course, and a zoning ordinance that 
keeps offices upstairs and retail shops 
on the first floor, are the cures to cur- 
rent downtown ills. 

But when mom and pop shops can’t 
pay the rent that Merrill Lynch can, 
what’s a landlord to do? 

“We want to create excitement,” 
says Joyce Daher Belko. 

Merrill Lynch was criticized for 
taking up prime retail space. Manag- 
er Jeffrey Ferrante says he believes 
his business would do just as well on 
the second floor, and when they need- 
ed to expand, they opted to move up 
instead of out into more first floor 
space, 

But the tenant who pays the most 
rent isn’t necessarily the best long- 
term investment, says Mr. Mulligan, 
who is also a landlord. Andover Bank 
owns the entire building that houses 
Daher’s adult shoe store to Daher’s 
kids shore store, and all the shops in 
between, including dress shops, a jew- 
eler and a furrier. 

If too many financial services 
crowd out the shops, everyone would 
lose business, he says. 

Mr. Daher says he thinks a zoning 
article would benefit landlords 
because second floor rents would go 
up. 
Mr. Mulligan says he would like to 
see an alternative incentive to help 
landlords let to retail instead of ser- 
vice organizations rather than sup- 
port a zoning article. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
says the idea of a zoning article is still 
in the discussion stages, as are alter- 
natives like making downtown an his- 
toric district. 

Enzo Fossella, owner of Enzo of 
Andover Ltd. says he began talking 
informally with business owners 
downtown two years ago about keep- 
ing downtown alive. 

“If we don’t plan for the future, we 
won’t have a downtown as we know 
it,” Mr. Fossella says. 

Mr. Mulligan, also a member, 
agrees. “We have an economically 
viable downtown, but we should be 
careful to protect it because once it’s 
gone, it’s very hard to bring it back,” 
he says. 

Mr. Fossella’s vision of downtown 
starts small, he says. 

“But small things grow into big 
things. If we put new lights in and 
change the mood, people will say, 
somebody’s doing something. I want 
the best downtown in Massachusetts, 
where people come even when the 
shops are closed,” he says. 

Reminiscing about his recent trip 
to Italy, he points to the empty trian- 
gle of concrete under the awning of 
his store. 

“This is wasted space,” he says, 
yearning for an outdoor cafe. 

“We are a jewel of a downtown. 
How long will it last? Nobody knows,” 
Mr. Fossella says. 
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Supt. Richard Neal - “40 years is a 
long time.”

of them in Andover and served nine years on 
the Andover School Committee.

I have always been proud to say that 
I was a member of the Andover public school 
system,” he said. 

Mr. Neal vowed to serve this year with the 
same enthusiasm he has always shown. And 
he said the only plans he has made for retire- 
ment are to be active, but he’s not sure how. 

“Forty years is a long time. Maybe I'll try 
something new,” he said after the meeting. 

Mr. Neal will not be the only school chief 
leaving. Also this week, Greater Lawrence 
Technical School Superintendent Marsha A. 
McDonough announced her resignation. 

Mr. Neal came to Andover as a math 
teacher in 1959 after teaching for one year in 
New Hampshire. Over the next 14 years he 
worked as a guidance counselor, and as 
assistant principal and acting principal at 
West Junior High School. From 1973 to 1993 
he served as principal in Westford and North 
Andover schools. He returned to Andover in 
1993 as assistant superintendent and became 


| superintendent in 1994. 


In May, School Committee members 
awarded Mr. Neal a 3.5 percent salary 
increase and a $5,200 bonus. 

School Committee Chairman Tina Gird- 
wood said they awarded Mr. Neal the bonus 
for successful completion of a goals and 
objectives plan. 

“My sense is, back then we were trying to 
establish where we were going, and I think 
Dick (Neal) helped us with that. That’s why 
we're in a different place ... It’s sadness and 
excitement all wrapped up together,” Ms. 
Girdwood said last night after the meeting. 

Just after his announcement, School Com- 
mittee members agreed to meet on Tuesday 
to form a plan for selecting a new superinten- 
dent. 

Ms. Girdwood said she wants to talk with 
committee members about the last superin- 
tendent search in making decisions about 
how to conduct the next one. 

Frank “Skip” Eccles said he didn’t want to 
waste any time in beginning the search for a 
new superintendent, but wished Mr. Neal 
well. 

“T can assure you that there’s life after 
retirement,” he said smiling.

that line the heart of the downtown, only 
about a half dozen are banks or insurers. 


The rest of the street includes a rather | 
healthy variety. There is a bike shop and a | 
health food store. There are a couple of gas | 
stations, beauty salons, shoe stores, cloth- | 
ing stores with everything from athletic | 
stuff to luxury suits - even a clothing | 
@esigner — coffee shops, restaurants, real | 
estate agents, photo galleries and florists. | 
There are places to get trinkets and places | 


to get expensive jewelry. There are profes- 
sional and medical offices. There’s an ath- 
letic club. There is a church, a library, a 


post office and yes, Old Town Hall. 


Something else. There are virtually no 
empty storefronts. In other words, this is 
not a view of a downtown in trouble. 

So planners should by all means plan, 
but also proceed with caution. 

Of course the downtown needs variety.

How about some 
answers on block 
scheduling? 


Editor, Townsman: 

The article on the new schedule at 
Andover High School (A matter of class, 
Aug. 21) raised more questions than it 
answered. I hope the concerns I raise 
below, and those of other parents with 
whom I have spoken, will be answered in 
the near future. 

While it seems apparent that block 
scheduling (i.e. mostly 90-minute classes) 
was adopted to comply with the state 
Education Reform law’s “Time and 
Learning” requirements, it is not at all 
clear why semester classes were also 
adopted (i.e. a full year of mathematics, 
English, science or history taught in one 
half of a school year - about four and one 
half months). 

The public was told earlier that the 
schedule changes could not be discussed 
because “the teachers’ contract negotia- 
tions were still in progress at the end of 
school.” 

More recently we were told that 
“administrators looked at different ver- 
sions of the schedule ... and decided on a 
modified four-by-four schedule.” It is 
now time for our elected school officials 
and administrators to answer some 
direct questions. 

First, whose idea was this and who 
supported it? 

Second, what educational studies 
were reviewed that demonstrated that 
semester length classes are beneficial for 
all high school classes (freshmen, sopho- 
more, junior, senior) and most subject 
matter? Perhaps these papers could be 
put in a file in the library for interested 
students and parents to review. 

Third, what advantages have been 
found in other school systems (with com- 
parable funding, student-teacher ratios, 
course offerings and student groupings) 
that justify this change? It would be nice 
to have a list of other school systems in 
the Merrimack Valley and Mas- 
sachusetts that use semester scheduling. 
Parents could then call friends or rela- 
tives in these towns to hear how the sys- 
tem works. 

Fourth, what are the drawbacks to 
semester scheduling, how have other 
school systems reacted to them, and 
what plans has Andover made to be 
proactive in this area? 

In last week’s article, Mr. Peter Sack, 
principal of Swampscott High School, 
talked of two problems that had arisen in 
his school. The first was absenteeism — 
student miss twice as much work each 
day they are out, and when teachers are 
absent, they must move their classes 
along even faster when they return. The 
second problem was that this scheduling 
“can lead to large gaps between subjects 
that should be taught with more continu- 
ity.” 

Shiga a semester lasts at most five 
months, there could be gaps of a year or 
more between sequential levels of a lan- 
guage, mathematics, or the sciences. Mr. 
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Leuke, Andover High School assistant 
principal, has stated that, “the new way 
students will be learning in block 
scheduling should compensate for any 
gap in subjects studied.” This sounds 
reassuring, but what exactly is this new 
way of learning that keeps students from 
forgetting over the course of a year or 
more? Also, will subject gaps affect SAT 
scores? 

Fifth, what is the substance of the “46 
curriculum projects” completed this 
summer? Were subject areas added or 
deleted in order to accommodate this 
new system? 

We live in an era of informed consent. 
Unfortunately, the students of Andover 
High School and their parents were nei- 
ther informed of nor able to consent to 
these significant changes. 

Hopefully, the answers to the above 
questions will allay most of our con- 
cerns. As a former high school mathe- 
matics teacher (I previously taught high 
school mathematics locally for four 
years at all grades and all ability groups, 
from general math through advanced 
math. I also earned a master’s degree in 
mathematics teaching during this time.), 
I am skeptical about the wisdom of the 
planned changes; however, believe it or 
not, I have an open mind. Please con- 
vince me that my misgivings are 
unfounded. 

Lastly, my oldest child graduated 
from Andover High School this past 
June, having put up with nearly four 
years of mismanaged construction. My 
youngest child is now entering a high 
school still under construction and now 
undergoing major curriculum revisions 
that may or may not have been well 
thought out. I sincerely hope that the 
semester curriculum plan will not 
become the school debacle that con- 
sumes us for the next four years.
